50 New Wells 


Protests against the closing of the oil 
cleaning plant in the Vermilion field may 
have had evetieadl to do with the deci- 
sion of the National Railways to bore 50 
wells in that area, for without the cleaning 
plant the enlarged production would be 
useless. 

The announcement does not mean that 
the 50 new wells will be bored simultan- 
eously, nor all of them sunk in quick order. 
What is implied is that there will be pro- 
gressive development of the field, which is 
said to be already the second largest pro- 
ducing area in Canada. That the field is a 
large one there seems to be no doubt, and 
increasing production is apparently a mat- 
ter only of drilling wells in territory where 
it is known that ample supplies can be ob- 
tained. 

While the direct benefit will be largely 
to the immediate locality, the exploitation 
of this latent and highly useful resources 
will be of importance to the province—and 
at this time of oil scarcity to the whole 
Dominion.

M. Laval is going through the prelim- 
inary motions of making a military al- 
liance with Germany, Italy and Japan. It 
was for that he was made Pooh Bah. Hitler 
needs men for his armies; and he needs 
the warships at Toulon. That Laval will 
deliver both according to plan is to be sup- 
posed, if he can. That is the unknown 
quantity in his calculations. On the evid- 
ence of his own frequent upbraidings, the 
people of France have had to be goaded 
into even a showing of collaboration with 
the Reich. Now that Laval has dropped all 
pretence and openly declared that he is 
the enemy of popular government, they 
are still less likely to submit tamely to his 
orders. He did not dare a month ago to 
conscript French labor for ‘German fac- 
tories, That he will dare try to conscript 
French soldiers for the Hitler armies seems 
very unlikely, and he can’t get them by 
voluntary enlistment. 

There is a notable similarity between 
the attitude of Petain in presuming to dis- 
pose at will of the lives and fortunes of 
Frenchmen and the attitude of Louis XVI 
in declaring “I am the State” Louis lost 
his head in the ensuing course of events. 
Stranger things have happened than that 
h'story should repeat in that particular. 
France is as close to revolution as it is to 
real alliance with the thugs at Berlin and 
Rome.

The Score Goes Up 


The score of Japanese losses in the 
naval fighting in the Solomons a week ago 
has mounted to 28 warships and transports 
sunk and 10 warships damaged, while a 
couple more are reported burning at Buin. 
Whatever the exact figures eventually turn 
out to be, the defeat was disastrous to the 
point of establishing Allied supremacy in 
that theatre for the time being. Which 
means that reinforcements and supplies 
can move freely to the Allied forces in 
Guadalcanal and New Guinea, while the 
Japanese troops in both islands are for the 
time on their own, 


Even Tokyo admits its losses were “by 
no means light’. Remembering the ac- 
counts given by the broadcaster of former 
Nippon defeats, this may be taken to mean 
in Japanese war lingo that they were de- 
cidedly heavy—too heavy to be concealed 
behind a talk screen. 

It is established that United States and 
Japanese battleships were in the fray, the 
enemy heavies getting much the worse of 
it. If it is still true that battleships are 
the “fulcrum” on which sea power hinges, 


the loss and damaging of at least two of * 


these monsters is a particularly heavy blow 
to Japan, for its facilities and materials for 
building and repairing are definitely lim- 
ited. 

Whether to risk more of these capital 
ships in distant waters, or keep them to

The developments in Africa have 
rendered that plan impossible. 
They are now stranded at widely-| 
flung points in the Pacific with no 
hope of German co-operation, 

The American assaults on their 
fleet, therefore, particularly those 
successful attacks.on their battle- | 
Ships and transports, seriously im- 
pair their lines of communication 
and supply. 

One cannot believe that these 
naval engagements are of purely 
local significance. In view of the 
fact that Mr. Churchill has gener- 
ously pointed out that the surprise 
attack on North Africa was an 
American conception, we may con- 
fidently look for bold and startling 
strategy on the part of the Ameri- 
can High Command. 

This may involve a complete and 
sudden change in the Pacific pic- 
ture. It may even involve attacks 
on Japan, 

It may be years before the 
Japanese are crowded completely 
out of China and continental Asia. 
It may be years before they are 
ready to admit defeat, 

But there is a lively possibility | 
that they may be rendered relative- 
ly impotent within six or eight 
months. They may be, practically 
speaking, out of the war in that 
time, 


Invade Italy 


Another centre of 
gravity shifted as the Axis began 
to heavily fortify Italy against a 
possible Allied attack. 

Several Italian spokesmen have 
voiced the fear that Italy may be 
the chosen door for an Allied in- 
vasion of Europe.

It was announced this week that 
a township in Quebec, in the county 


of Roberval, in the Lake St 
district is to be named “Lidice”. 


It will be called “Lidice” after 
that little town in Czechoslovakia 
which was wiped from the earth 
by the Nazis as a measure of re- 
prisal against the Czechs. 

You will remember the circum- 
stances of that terrible act. 

Reinhardt Heydrich (remember 
that detested name) was a Gestapo 
officer notorious for his ruthless 
cruelties and his beastly acts of 
oppression. When his behavior be- 
came intolerable, he was assassin- 
ated in Czechoslovakia by a Czech 
whose home and family had been 
destroyed by Heydrich’s persecu 
tions 

Reinhardt Heydcdrich, otherwise 
known as “The Hangman”, was a 
favorite of Hitler's, So the German 
Reich was plunged into official 
mourning over the death of 
wreched animal, and all the Ger- 
man police forces instituted the 
most frantic hunt in police history 
for his assassin. 


Destroyed 


It was known that this long-suf- 
fering assassin had taken refuge 
in the little town of Lidice. At 


Hitler's orders, the people of Lidice | 


were subjected to unspeakable 
cruelties to make them disclose his 
whereabouts. First a party 
zens was shot. Lidice refused 
tell. Then a party of women was 
executed, And still Lidice refused 
to betray the patriot. 

Finally, when all the horrible 
methods of the Geftapo had failed 
to wring a betrayal from the loyal 
people of this town, Lidice was 
utterly destroyed 

All the people were 
into imprisonment and exile The 
men were taken to German prison 
camns. The children were carted 
off to Nazi prison schools. The 
women were either beaten to death 
or sent to German brothels 

Every building was demolished 
Every wall was razed to the 
ground. In his frantic hatred, Hit- 
ler caused even the tortured earth 
to be ploughed and made smooth 
where the town had once stood— 
as though Lidice had never been

Occasionally he feels a wave of 
dizziness pass over him and at the 
same time his vision blurs so that 
he does not see clearly, or sees 


may note specks before the eyes. | 

Upon pressing over the top of 
the stomach with the fingers, he 
|notes a feeling of tenderness and 
the parts seem distended or bloated. 
Actual pain is usually absent but 
| the general soreness and tenderness 
in the pit of the stomach remains. 
The tongue becomes coated, there 
is a bad taste in the mouth and the 
breath is unpleasant. A large ma- 
jority of the cases have catarrh of 
the nose or throat and the discharge 
of mucus also plays a part in mak- 
ing the breath bad. 

The patient may complain that | 
he feels sick at his stomach; the | 
nausea may be present either after 
meals or early in the morning. A 
burning of the stomach is also com- 
mon and the same is true of a 
gnawing feeling which makes the 
sufferer continually hungry.

A charge of tw6 cents a dozen

Quality pre- 
mium eggs are defined as those 
marked to indicate their special 


quality as to weight and age which 


qualifies them for the premium in 
accordance with the recognized 
standard for grade “Al” eggs

“We were ordered into the life- 
boats and within 20 minutes the 
ship had been entirely abandoned. 
I heard afterwards that she sank 
six hours after being torpedoed 
There was no loss of life, except 
for the cat and her three kitten I 
heard that 178 persons were saved,

“We spent 4'2 hours in the life- 
boats, with flares going up all the 
time to keep the lifeboats together 
It was a real fireworks display.
